My correspondence regarding 
school t e a c h e r s continues to 
grow One parent in St. Louis ac­ 
cuses me of having sold out to 
the school teachers’ lobby. But a 
young teacher, married, 
a

rean War veteran, writes me a 
very sensible letter. He says; 
“ In January, I will be teaching 
full time in the New York City 
area. During the ‘three months* 
vacation period. . .I will be 
at­ 
tending 
Columbia 
University, 
where I hope to obtain my Mas­ 
ter’s Degree. This will probably 
take two sum mers. Under Cur­ 
rent regulations, I arn required 
to start taking courses 
for 
my 
MA within a specified period of 
time. In addition to the salary in­ 
crease I will receive, m y oppor­ 
tunity for advancement also in­ 
creases. In time, I expect to ob­ 
tain a Doctor’s Degree. . .” 
In a word, this teacher has to 
spend som e of his salary prepar­ 
ing to be a better teacher. The 
question at issue is whether you 
are willing to entrust the educa­ 
tion of your children to anybody 
at ail or whether you want qual­ 


ity. My correspondent makes the 
point that in view of the require­ 
ment for continued study, it will 
be five years before he can take 
on any outside work.

New Northwest Passage Found 


Martin Frobisher was the first man who 
put to the test Sir H u m p h r e y Gilbert’s the­ 
ory that a northwest passage to Cathay 


could be found. Some strait was thought to 
exist, much like the one Magellan had al­ 
ready found past Cape Horn, which with 
careful navigation would give quick ac­ 


cess to the Pacific. 
Frobisher never found it. Nor did Davis, 
Hudson, or Baffin, and from the sixteenth 
century to the nineteenth the route re­ 
mained a dream of merchants and navi­ 
gators alike. In 1847 the expedition headed 
by Sir John Franklin, the real discoverer of 
the “northwest passage, met disaster, and 
the attempts of both McClintock and Mc­ 
Clure to find him showed that the passage 
was po ss rh! o, if nut passabte7”McChiFe, 
traveling eastward, accomplished the last 
of the journey by sledge. 
A northwest passage proper—one that is 
navigable theoretically by tlieJargest ships 
—has now been found, almost 200 m i l e s 
south of the route Franklin took. The Ca­ 
nadian navy’s icebreaker Labrador discov­ 
ered a channel of not less than 50 feet deep 
between the most northerly point of Can­ 
ada, the Boothia Peninsula, and Somerset 
Island, which Franklin circumnavigated. 
The channel runs through Bellot Strait, 
which has been passed before, but by much 


smaller vessels. The present r o u t e to 


Cathay, therefore, runs past Hudson Bay, 
across the Arctic Circle to the west of Baf­ 
fin Island, into the Gulf of Boothia, through 
Bellot Strait, and so by way of McClintock 
Channel and McClure Strait to the Beau­ 
fort Sea and Alaska. 
It is not likely that the new passage will 
ever become a practical alternative to Pan­ 
ama or, for large ships, to the Cape. Even 
if weather conditions were predictable and 
pack ice did not block most of the route for 
most of .the year, there would be little 
enough reason to take tankers, cargo boats, 
or passenger liners in that direction. 
Icebreakers remain the only craft that 
can negotiate such waters in comparative 
safety. But this is not to say that the dis­ 
covery is not important. For several years 
Canada and the United States have been 
engaged in an extensive survey of the area 
in connection with the DEW line—the Dis­ 
tant Early Warning Project against trans- 
Arctic attack, supplying a complete radar 
screen across the north of the continent. 
The DEW line must be manned, and the 
men must be fed, all the year round. It is 
probable that the easier access now’ provid­ 
ed by the Bellot Strait will make the task, 
for some months of the rear at any rate, a 
little less hazardous. The discovery is also 
a signpost of history.

An Americiin supermarket in the U. S. 
exhibit at a Yugoslavian trade fair has set 
that whole country agog. It has proved the 
biggest drawing card of the whole fair. 
Slav women stand wide-eved b e f o r e 
shelves upon shelves of goods. They are 
dazzled by such items as prepared baby 
foods, soup mixes, dessert mixes, instant 
coffee, juice concentrates, prepared meat 
loaves, cut-up chickens and a wide range of 
frozen foods. 
The exhibit has proved such a success in 
contrast with the Soviet Union’s—which is 
mainly a display of heavy industrial m a­ 
chinery—that the Russians have rushed in 
an item to compete with the mart. They 


now offer free helicopter flights from the 
Soviet pavilion with a machine flown espe­ 
cially from Russia after the fair started. 
One of the most frequent comments 
heard at the U. S. exhibit comes from 
housewives who complain about how long 
they are compelled to stand in lines at each 
of the socialized stores where they buy 
their food. 
Several managers of state-owned stores 
in Yugoslavia have been studying the fea­ 
tures of the market and are considering 
adopting some of them. Last year the ice 
cream machine at the fair was sold in Za­ 
greb and now Zagrebians are eating 
cream made by it.
